The Refugee Problem 


The reault at representations recently noade to the federal government, 
the people of this country, through their representatives In Parliament, are 
likely to be faced In the Immediate future with the question of deciding a 
problem which may be fraught with important cons^uences to the future 
welfare of the Dominion. 

The question referred to Is that of giving admission and accepting 
into citizenship a percentage of the estimated 1,300,000 refugees and 
Urns of political persecution now in Germany, former Austria and Czcho-| 
Slovakia. While the estimate of 1,300,000 has been given, there la reason to 
believe that the figure is underestimated and may reach 1,300,000 as more 
Information becomes available and the transfer of these unfortunates to 
safer harborages gets well under way. 

Of the estimated number to be transferred to other countries as at 
the end of 1938, it la reported that about 600,000 are Jews, the balance being 
n(m>Ayran Christians, Czechoslovaks and political and religious refugees. 

The question has been brought to the front in this country by the Cana¬ 
dian National Committee on Refugees and Victims of Political Persecution, 
headed by Senator Cairine Wilson which stated In their brief to the govern¬ 
ment that they “are not urging any large scale mass immigration, but a 
generous policy in admitting carefully selected individuals or groups of| 
refugees to sanctuary on Canadian soil.” 

In view of the fact that in more recent years there has been a strong] 
body of public opinion in Western Canada opposed to letting down th^ 
barriers, even to British immigration on a colonization basis, the question 
Is one which deserves very careful consideration in the light of all facts 
available and of the probable results before any definite decision is reached.

Factors To Bo Considered 

While the humanitarian aspect of the question is one which undoubtedly 
will weigh heavily in the minds of a great many people, there are other fac¬ 
tors which must also be given consideration and these are economic, social 
and political facets of the problem. 

That the national committee has carefully weighed these phases of the 
question is quite evident In the brief submitted to the goveriunent, for on 
these bases they have presented some strong arguments in support of their] 
plea for permitting a substantial number of these outcasts to seek refuge 


In this country and to give them an opportunity to rehabilitate themselves 
In Canada. 

Considering the question from an economic standpoint, the committee] 
points out for example that many of them have been able to save some of 
their capital, that many of them are highly educated business and profes¬ 
sional men and have the initiative and courage to start and develop new 
Industries, that their ranks include skilled artisans in pottery, glassware, 
fine leatherwork, many forms of chemicals, specialized textiles and dyes, 
and other specialized wares for which there are world markets; and that 
with their capital they will be in a position not only to create new indus¬ 
tries but to give employment to some of our own unemployed. In support of 
this contention, the committee states that 11,000 refugee Jews who have 
migrated to Great Britain have established Industries giving employment 
to 15,000 Englishmen heretofore unemployed. 

To what extent Immigrants of this class, if permitted to enter, would 
settle in Western Canada, it would be difficult to say, though undoubtedly 
some of them would gravitate to the west. The. degree to which they could 
bring to bear upon the development of the natural resources and convert 
them into usual products and the extent to which they could make use of] 
their skilled knowledge in such fields would determine their value to the 
country. Some of the professional men undoubtedly would be in a position 
to make some contributions to the sum of scientific knowledge and practice. 

“The technical skill of the Czechoslovak refugees from the Sudeten 
areas,” the committee reports, “is based upon long training in one of the 
finest technical systems in the world which demanded eight years school 
education, three years apprenticeship and the completion of rigid examina¬ 
tions. From such sources,” the committee adds, “would be selected the 
expatriates who would be permitted to enter Canada under conditions which | 
would ensure that they would not become charges on the public."

There is a tendency In these times] 
for youth, and for adults as well, to 
expect something from the govem- 
,ment or from society handed to them 
on a silver platter, and in any coun¬ 
try, where dole and relief have been 
established the pioneering spirit, sup¬ 
ported by Initiative, courage, and de¬ 
termination, is fast becoming a thing 
of the past.—Farmer’s Advocate.

Not A Subversive Influence 
As for the political consequences of such Immigration, it Is pointed 
out that at least the great majority of these refugees are In their present | 
plight because they are supporters of the democratic form of government 
to which Canada is heir and to which the people of this country subcrlbe 
and it is, therefore, a reasonable assumption that they are not likely to 
be a disturbing political element nor to lend their support to those who would 
upset the Canadian form of government, especially after their experiences 
in the old world. 

As intimated at the outset the question is one which is deserving of] 
careful consideration since it appears likely that some policy towards 
these people will have to be evolved in the near future. If they are to 
be allow'ed to come to these shores and to make their home here, it is essen¬ 
tial that It be on the basis of careful selectivity, to ensure that results in 
the future will not be regrettable. 


Too Many Revolvers In The Hands 
Of Private Citizens 

The Commissioner of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, recording 
In his annual report registration un¬ 
der the law of 108,389 pistols and 
revolvers in private ownership, asks 
their owners seriously to consider 
"whether they have any really good 
reason for retaining these weapons.” 

As Commissioner Wood points out, 
pistols and revolvers “are the cause 
of many fatal accidents in homes,” 
also “form the source from which 
criminals secure by theft their arms 
with which to commit other crimes.” 
In “many instances,” he says, through 
the-present registration law it has] 
been possible to trace back to their 
original owners weapons in the pos¬ 
session of men put under arrest, per¬ 
haps a thousand miles away. 

The Commissioner reports that reg¬ 
istration of revolvers is proving of 
value "far beyond expectations” in 
the tracking down of criminals, and 
that is so much to the good. But 
obviously so long as this enormous 
source of supply remains in exist¬ 
ence guns will find their way td" 
criminal hands and crime will flour¬ 
ish. Owners of registered weapons 
should give thought to the Conunis- 
sloner’s words. Do they feel they are 
justified in retaining these guns, 
which serve no useful purpose in | 
Canadian civil life and are a con¬ 
stant temptation to criminals.?— 
Ottawa Journal.

If it reaches you, and does ] 
not touch actual flesh, it will draw 
away and not attack. But, If you 
should draw away while the tentacle 
Is touching you, the octopus at once 
becomes frightened and starts to en¬ 
mesh you with its long feelers. And] 
as these are equipped with vacuum] 
cuppd devices, an octupus can keep 
clinging until after death.

Finland Pretenring Forests 


Making Sore This Source Of Wealth' 
Will Be Continuous I 

Finland is farming its forests. It^ 
cutting only as much jtimber asi 
will grow naturally within the yew; 
—and ill this fashion hopes to keep 
its forests as a continual source of 
wealth, said Ahtl Mecklin, director of] 
the Finnish Forest Service, and Dr. 
Elno Saari, professor of Forest Eco¬ 
nomics at the University of Helsinki] 
t a visit to Canada. 

Both are making an Investigation 
of Canadian winter methods of lum¬ 
bering. 

“You have a reafforestation prob¬ 
lem on this continent.” Professor 
Saari said. “We. in Finland have 
none, because our law does not per- 
man to cut more lumber from 
his land than the year’s natural In¬ 
crease. 

“The law actually says that if 
land is cut to a point where it will 
not regenerate Itself by natural seed¬ 
ing, then the owner is forced to plaint 
seedlings, and if he will not do 
then the Government will do It for] 
him and charge the costs against 
him. Forests cam also be closed to 
cutting for periods as long as 
and ten years at a time. 

“The result 6t these laws is.' 
continued.“ that our farmers, who 
own most of the timber lands, have 
been brought to consider that their 
timber is part of the farm’s crop. 
Consequently they are very careful 
with it.”

Britain Will Increase 
Navy and Air Force 

The address by Prime Minis¬ 
ter Neville Chamberlain at 
Birmingham last Saturday, 
heard with remarkable clarity 
by Albertans over radio station 
CFCN, reassured people of the 
Empire and of the world that 
Great Britain, though not seek¬ 
ing war or throwing out defiant 
challenges to the dictator na¬ 
tions of Europe, will not defer 
to any show of force having for | 
its aim the overthrowing ofj 
Great Britain’s supremacy 
among the nations of the world, 
made necessary by its insular 
position and vulnerability of at¬ 
tack by air and sea. He told 
Europe in positive terms that] 
Great Britain would continue to 
build up its armaments toen-] 
sure security against aggerssors. 
Rather would he have spoken, 
the prime minister said, 
measures relating to his early 
years in politics, when housing 
and the importance of the public 
health of the nation were his 
first concern; but political ten¬ 
sion in the world compelled his 
government to spend vast sums 
on building up the nation’s de¬ 
fences, which would hamper ex¬ 
penditures on other things of] 
national import. 

His critics, whom he said had 
not the responsibilities on their 
shoulders that rested on himself] 
and his ministers, had stated 
that for all that was accomplish- 
he might never have gone to | 
Rome, but he assured them that 
never in his experience had he 
received as cordial a welcome 
from the common people as in 
Italy, and that at least he and 
Signor MusBolini had parted 

better friends with a more friend¬ 
ly understanding of each coun¬ 
try’s affairs. 

Unfortunately Britain had to 
deal with governments and not | 
with the peoples of other coun¬ 
tries. He was convinced that in 
no country in the world did the 
people desire war, and he urged 
his vast audience to promote by 
their individual efforts friendly 
relationships with the peoples 
of other countries. 

For 45 minutes the prime min¬ 
ister spoke, in carefully consid¬ 
ered phrases, in a calm and con¬ 
fident manner, and he was given 
prolonged ovation both before 
opening his address and at its 
conclusion.

Have hteresting History 

Cook Gave Silver Gilt Candlesticks 
To Westminster Abbey 

Two large candlesticks of silver 
gilt have been replaced on the altar 
of Westminster Abbey after renova¬ 
tion. 

They are 250 years old, and their 
history is both interesting and de¬ 
lightful. 

After the restoration of King 
Charles II., the abbey waa sadly in 
want of plate, its former possessions 
having vanished, perhaps into the 
Puritan treasury, or, as some say, to 
a hiding-place within the precincts, 
where it still awaits resurrection. 

Particularly did the abbey want a 
pair of candlesticks worthy to adorn 
the high altar, and an unexpected 
benefactress was not long in coming 
forward. 

Mrs. Sarah Hughes, cook to the 
assistant master ot Westminster 
school, bequeathed her life’s savings 
for the purpose, and the two beau¬ 
tiful candlesticks, on one of which 
is pounced her name, were obtained. 

They are decorated with repousse 
ornament and stand each on three 
massive feet, and rank with the fin¬ 
est plate of the seventeenth century 
that has survived. 

They were made about 1690, when 
the goldsmith’s art was at a very 
high level, and are easily the finest 
pieces of plate the abbey now owns.
